Tasks for Early January.

The first and largest part of the Board's 
expenditure is the maintenance of a Diocesan 
Inspector, who visits the schools throughout 
the diocese, whether Sunday Schools or Day 
Schools. 

The Diocesan Board finds itself increasingly 
in need of money, in order to make grants to 
schools too small to be maintained by the 
National Board, or to help to provide trans- 
port for scattered children living at a distance 
from a Protestant school, or to assist suitable 
candidates who are unable without help to 
meet the expense of preparation for entrance 
to the training college. In addition to this, 
substantial grants-in-aid are called for by the 
Diocesan Boys’ Schoo] and the Diocesan 
Girls’ School. Both these schools play a 
highly important’ part in our Church's Íife. 
and the facilities which they can offer will 
vary with the amount of assistance, still far 
from adequate, supplied by the Diocesan 
Board, which is now ultimately responsible 
for their maintenance, 

Once again, I appeal for your energetic co- 
operation on behalf of this indispensable de- 
partment of our Church life. The parish 
clergy, by their insistence upon this subject, 
can do much to awaken the consciences and 
minds of our people to the needs and claims 
of the rising generation, on which the very 
fnture of our Church depends. The support 
given to the Board is somewhat larger than 
tt was. but not nearly sufficient as vet to 
meet all legitimate claims upon it. It should 
administer £200 or £300 a year more than it 
does.

VIEWS OF SIR WILLIAM 
ROBERTSON. 


Field-Marshal Sir William Robertson thinks 
that war is futile. Speaking at the annual 
general meeting of the Public Secondary 
Scheols’ Cadet Association at the Guildhall, 
Lendon, yesterday, he said that he had spent 
nearly half a century on matters connected 
with war, and he had arrived at the con- 
clusion that war was a futile thing; for it 
neither ensured peace nor composed 
differences. 

The military side of the cadet movement 
should not be emphasised to the entire ex- 
clusion of other kinds of training. The train- 
ing which the boys of to-day required was 
not quite the kind they received in the old 
days of “ We don’t want to fight, but, by 
Jingo, if we do.”

present themselves and not the position of 
their Church In fact, it only leads to dis. 
appointment if, after an apparent general 
agreement has manifested itself, it mes 
plain that the members of one Church are 
very much more liberal, or flexible, than the 
Church they are thought to be speaking for, 
and are offering to surrender that which is 
not theirs to give. 
Accordingly, it is much to be desired that 
increasingly greater attention should be paid 
to'the instructing of our people in the fradi- 
tional position of the Church of Ireland and 
what it stands for, as set out in its official 
statements. 

I sheuld like to commend a book once 
widely known—viz., William Law’s ‘‘ Defence 
of Church Principles, being three letters to 
the Bishop of Bangor, 1717-1719.” 

From these letters, which cannot be charged 
with inculeating novel opinions, some im- 
portant elements in the histeric position of 
the Churches of England and of Ireland may 
be clearly learnt.

Lord Irwin, President of the English Board 
of Education, gave a review of the reforms 
in education from 1902 onwards, at the North 
of England Education Conference at Chester 
yesterday.

Achievement was due 
to three things—to the careful educational 
thought on the part of those who had been 
concerned to set out the main lines of pulicy, 
to the continuance of that partnership between 
those who had to work together in this field, 
and to the increasing iuterest that the better 
mind of the nation was taking to-day in the 
attention paid to those who would be the 
nation of to-morrow. 

“ We want our boys and girls to be good 
citizens, because, whether they are artisans, 
mill hands, business men, all in our demo- 
cratic order to-day are invested with the 
quality and responsibility of citizenship, and 
thev cannot evade it. hat is a fact npon 
which education must have a great deal to 
Say. : 

Lord Irwin added that there were no short 
euts to the salution of the many. problents 
which confronted the nation and the world. 
In the long run, the treatment of them all 
would depend upon the broad general judg- 
ment which the people conid form of them.

the Cork County Couneil to-day. Mr. 

W. J. Broderick, Chairman, presiding, 
the Secretary, reporting on the state of. the 
rate. collection, said. that up to January. 2 
£125,524 had been lodged to the credit of 
the Council. ‘The balance of the rates ont- 
standing amourited to £165,255. There had 
been little collected—a little over 435 per 
cent. of .the amount of the warrants issued. 
_At the corresponding period of last year 484 
per cent. of the warfants then in the course 
of collection, had been lodged. 

Continuing, the Secretary stated that the 
demand on the urban districts showed that 
the amount lodgéd to the credit of the 
County Council was £6,871, out of a total 
demand of £27,936. For the period ending 
March 31 next the Urban District Councils 
owed £21,064. 

The Secretary pointed out that it would 
be necessary for the County Council at that 
meeting to make arrangements for overdraft 
accommodation during the month of January. 
The authdrised overdraft for the past month 
was fixed at £150,000, During ten days of 
the past month that limit Was éxtéeeded by 
between £2,000 and “£3,000. At the present 
moment the ‘actuwl overdraft was £126,000. 
The Council’s éxpenditure for the month cf 
December would amdunt to just a little over 
£50,000—to bé exact, £50,605. The amount 
of rates received ‘for’ December was £18,000, 
só that he (the Secretary) could assume that 
the rates approximating to that amount, 
might Wwe received during January. The 
only other receipts of any appreciable amount 
‘that the Council could depend Gn were fe- 
éeipts from the Government on account of

of intimidating his private enemies, or on 
{livée avarnst whom he has a personal griev- 
ance. I express no opinion as to your guilt 
wr innocence of the charge, and do not want 
to preju lice your future trial In any way; 
bat I cannot allow vou to adopt this attitude 
of refusing to recognise the jurisdiction of the 
court on this charge. If 1 did so any black- 
guard—and T do not for a moment suggest 
vou are a blackguard—who comes before me 
vould get off that way without punishment.

Mr. Calvin Coolidge, a former President 
of the United States, was found dead by 
his wife at his Massachusetts home yester- 
day.

Local History. 


has put forth an earnest plea for a better 
knowledge of local history. It is true 


of Ireland, in striking contrast to the 
continental peoples, are 
ignorant of the history of their own 
particular neighbourhoods. The visitor 
to any spot in Ireland almost invariably 
knows far more about its historic associa- 
tions than any inhabitant can tell him. 
This habit of ignorance extends through- 
out the three countries, and has various 
disadvantages. In the first place, it 
creates an exceedingly bad impression 
among visitors, who are apt to assume 
either that the historic associations of a 
district are negligible or that the in- 
habitants are devoid of any national or 
local pride. In the second place, it 
implies a lack of consciousness in the 
inhabitant. The ‘historical sense,’’

Piety and Tariffs. 


The Roman Catholic population of Great 
Britain is looking forward with intense 
interest to the completion of the project 
for a magnificent cathedral in Liverpool. 
Dr. Downey, the highly cultured and 
enthusiastic Archbishop, is primarily 
responsible for the scheme ; and Sir Edwin 
Lutyens is the architect. A slight hitch 


the building of this great basilica—one of 
the finest of its kind in Europe—which 
sheds a strange light on the ramifications 
of the economic war between Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State. Sir -dwin 
Lutyens has recommended that the new 
cathedral shall be built of Irish granite, 
mined in the Wicklow mountains. This 
suggestion has been made for two reasons— 
first, because Irish granite is suited 
eminently to the purpose; and, secondly, 
because so many of the Roman Catholics 
of Liverpool are of Irish birth or descent, 
and would rejoice at the use of Irish stone 
in the erection of their cathedral. Unfortu- 
however, Sir Edwin Lutyens’s 
graceful gesture raises difficulties, because 
Irish granite comes under the import 
regulations which impose a tariff of forty 


| per cent, on all goods entering British 


ports from the Free State. Could there 
be a more fantastic commentary on the 
whole economic war? The Irish Roman 
Catholics of Liverpool, who are anxious 
to have their cathedral built of Irish 
granite, may not be able to gratify their 
natural and pious desire because Mr. de 
Valera will not hand over the land 
annuities to Great Britain. We hope 
that before the matter assumes practical 
importance the economic war will have 
become a wretched memory; but the 
incident illustrates vividly the dire folly 
of family quarrels.

In 1920 he was elected Vice-President of 
the United States, and in August, 1923— 
on the death of President Harding—he 
became President.

Prohibition was a big issue during his 
term of office, but he took no part in the 
interminable discussions which divided 
Congress and the. country, beyond an- 
nouncing that he stood simply for the en- 
forcement of the law so long as the 
Kighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act were on the Statute Book. 

Worry appeared foreign to his nature, 
and he carried the presidency confidently 
and without apparent mental or physical 
strain. He was given to quietude in his 
work, as well as in his relaxation—a daily 
walk and angling. 

Coolidge announced the end of his 
political career tn characteristic fashion. 
While on vacation on August 2nd, 1927, 
hé issued the statement, '' I do not choose 
to run for President in 1928.”’ 

He retired from the presidency on March 
4th, 1929, and returned to his home at 
Northampton.

Piety and Tariffs. 


The Roman Catholic population of Great 
Britain is looking forward with intense 
interest to the completion of the project 
for a magnificent cathedral in Liverpool. 
Dr. Downey, the highly cultured and 
enthusiastic Archbishop, is primarily 
responsible for the scheme ; and Sir Edwin 
Lutyens is the architect. A slight hitch 
has occurred in the preparations for 
the building of this great basilica—one of 
the finest of its kind in Europe—which 
sheds a strange light on the ramifications 
of the economic war between Great Britain 
and the Irish Free State. Sir -dwin 
Lutyens has recommended that the new 
cathedral shall be built of Irish granite, 
mined. in the Wicklow mountains. This 
suggestion has been made for two reasons— 
first, because Irish granite is suited 
eminently to the purpose; and, secondly, 
because so many of the Roman Catholics 
of Liverpool are of Irish birth or descent, 


in the erection of their cathedral. Unfortu- 
nately, however, Sir Edwin Lutyens’s 
graceful gesture raises difficulties, because 
Irish granite comes under the import 
regulations which impose a tariff of forty 
per cent. on all goods entering British | 
ports from the Free State.

MEDICAL EXPERTS’ REPORT 


Fresh possibilities in the campaign 
against cancer are opened up by the report 
of the Radium Conference, published 
yesterday. 

Embodying the investigations and con- 
clusions of Sáile authorities on radio- 
therapy, medicine and surgery, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Dawson of Penn, 
the report presents a striking case for the 
establishment of a large radium unit con- 
taining not less than five grams of radium 
element, the Conference holding it to be 
clear “ that there is a field of usefulness 
for radiation from massive units of 
radium, given an adequate equipment and 
men and means.”’ 

There are definite grounds for hoping, 
states the Technical Committee of Experts, 
on whose work the Conference report is 
based, that by some combination of 
irradiation and surgery even cancer of the 
alimentary tract may ultimately “be 
brought under control.

America’s Air Defence. 


The formation of an Air Defence League 
—an organisation to be devoted to the 
advancement of air forces—is announced 
from the United States. The organisatien 
will have two objectives. One is to keep 
before the public the ‘‘ true state of onr 
air forces, as contrasted with 
‘other first-class Powers,’’ and the other is 
to provide Congress with trustworthy data 
on this subject ' free of propaganda.’’ The 
programme includes the establishment of 
working co-operation with the military 
forces of the country, veterans’ organisa- 
tions, patsiotic groups, and commercial 
air lines and their personnel, The launch. 
ing of the League follows two vears’ con- 
sideration by persons interested in air 
defence, and a large amount of informa- 
tion and statistics concerning aviation 
already has been llected.

Ancient Monuments.

It adds no fewer 
than 225 places of historical or archmo- 
logical interest to the total of 2,961 places 
now under its care. Nearly three hundred 
castles, many abbeys, priories and bridges 
come under the categ: ry of national monu- 
ments, and many of them are entirely in 
the keeping of the Commissioners.

HERE was great activity in political circles in Dublin yesterday. During the day and until late at 
night the headquarters of the various parties were busy preparing for the week-end conventions 


In the afternoon Mr. W. T. Cosgrave and other leaders of the Cumann na nGaedheal Party 
addressed a representative meeting of supporters at 3 Merrion square, Dublin. Mr. Cosgrave, in the 
course of his speech, gave a definite denial to the report that he had been in secret correspondence with 
British Ministers, as a result of which he was able to promise an immediate and favourable settlement 
Mr. Cosgrave said that anyone who approached the subject in a 
proper spirit—even the Fianna fail Government—could secure a settlement in a few days. 


Outlining his policy, Mr. Cosgrave said that the Cumann na nGaedheal programme was to make 
peace wiin Great Britain, to have a financial settlement and a trade agreement, to promote harmony 
among the people, and to remedy the damaging effects of the Administration of the last ten months.

As 
part of the fiscal programme, he com 
pleted the funding of the foreign War- 
time debts. 


NEVER WORRIED. 


Prohibition was a big issue during his 
term of office, but he took no part in the 
interminable discussions. which divided 
Congress and the country, beyond an- 
nouncing that he stood simply for the en- 
forcement of the law so long as the 
Kighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act were on the Statute Book. 

Worry appeared foreign to his nature, 
and he carried the presidency confident] y 
and without apparent mental or physical 
strain. He was given to quietude in his 
work, as well as in his relaxation—a daily 
walk and angling. 

Coolidge announced the end of his 
political career tn characteristic fashion. 
While on vacation on August 2nd, 1927, 
hé issued the statement, *‘ I do not choose 
to run for President in 1928.”’ 

He retired from the presidency on March 
4th, 1929, and returned to his home at 
Northa:npton.

BRITAIN’S FALLING 
TOTAL. 


The monthly report of the British Ministry 
of Labour states that at December 19 there 
were 2,723,287 unemployed, 76,519 less than 
on November 21, 1952. 

At December 19 the numbers of unemployed 
persons on the registers of Employment Ex- 
changes in Great Britain were 2,171,175 wholly 
linemployed, 454,522 temporarily stopped and 
97,590 in casual employment, making a tota 
of 2.723.287 This was 76,519 less than the 
number on the registers at November 21, 
1932, and 213,366 more than the number on 
them a vear ago. The total on December 19 
comprised 2.296.483 men, 64,466 boys, 388,405 
women and 43,932 girls.

6d. per cwt. for the pick 
of things, at which prices numbers fell short 
of requirements. Shippers, on the whole, 
were freer’ bidders, more especially for heavy- 
weight bullocks suiting the London trade. 
Many useful lots were taken for Scotland, and 
our usual buyers from Lancashire gave good 
support to trade at prices in sellers’ favour. 
Market on the whole proved a good selling 
one for all classes; in fact, not for some time 
ast has business been of such a brisk nature. 
_ wa the small number of poor-class grass 
beasts got satisfactorily placed, and market 
was completely sold out at an early hour. 
Bef cows also shared in the improved trade. 
Local victuallers were earlier on the track, 
and, in keen RTO, ace for the real 
nice young sorts advanced sharply.

SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

Supplies to this market showed a further 
substantial increase, but numbers offered 
were still much below an average gathering 
for season. Following holiday interruption, 
buyers were in full attendance and in bvsi- 
ness-like mood. In point of quality, the 
gathering of sheep and lambs was considered 
the poorest for some time past, and for the 
sprinkling of choice lots on offer buyers were 
obliged to pay 3s. to 4s. per head more. 
Even at the stiffer rates, many buyers who 
hesitated in the early morning were left with- 
out supplies. Hoggets showed a sharp ad- 
vance, as did lambs, shippers being keen 
buyers of the latter at the higher prices 
ruling.

SIR REGINALD BRADE. 

Sir Reginald Brade, who was Secretary to 
ihe War Office from 1914 to 1920, died at his 
home Upper Sent, Oakwood Hill, Uckley, 
Surrey, yesterday, in his sixty-ninth year. 
He was taken suddenly ill with a stroke on 
W ednesday. 3 

During the war period Sir Reginald's signa- 
ture was a familiar one to everybody in the 
country; for it appeared on all orders issued 
by the War Office. 

Entering the War Office as a Clerk of the 
Higher Division of the Civil Service in 1884, 
Sir Reginald became private secretary to 
Lords Sandhurst and Monkswel!l when they 
were Parliamentary Under-Secretaries of 
State for War, and to Mr. Powell Williams, 
M.P., Financial Secretary at the War Office 
from 1901-4. He was secretary to s War 
Office Council, and in 1906 acted as Secretary 
and Registrar of the Distinguished Service 
Order.
